We in the media have the power to create icons and destroy them as 
well. Their fate lies in how moody the reporters, critics and wannabe- 
writers (who use their free passes to fruitlessly try to impress chicks) are 
when the performer in question arrives in a given City 

When Garth Brooks, the 60 million-unit selling C&W star, arrived in 
town last week, he showed up fora pre-opening night press conference 
He does one in every town he plays in. 

Why not? It helps his “man of the people” image he so desperately 
wants to project. Self-serving, egotistical stars are passé in the late ‘90s 
When was the last time the Artist Formerly Known as Prince created a 
stir? 

Brooks is an industry unto himself. He has never done anything 
especially relevant in the world of music except make lots and lots of cash. 
The Coliseum show began with his Garthship popping out of a white 
grand piano. Tacky, yes—an antic straight from the heavy metal excess 
of the ‘80s. 

Because that’s what Brooks is—a heavy metal performer trapped in 
a country singer's persona. 

But Brooks had a run-in with a rep from our mag (see the story on 
Page 6) at his press conference. His press conferences aren't meant to 
be places where journalists can find out his stance on issues like used 
CD sales (everyone has the right to sell property (s)he owns—case 
closed) or the inflated prices of big-arena shows (anyone who takes $25 
for a T-shirt should carry a pistol and wear a balaclava—anyone who 
willingly pays $25 or more fora concert shirt should have a sign posted 
on them stating : WARNING! EXTREME STUPIDITY) 

Most of the journalists at the press conference obliged Mr. Brooks’ 
whims—except for a lone Vuester in the crowd, no one was willing to 
do anything but kiss the great Garth's keester, 

Brooks has created his own cult of personality. The media chooses 
not to violate such a multi-million dollar industry. Just like sports idols 
and playboys, such musicians aren’t controversial unless they are gay or 
do a lot of drugs.

Gilmore may not be as well known as Brooks and 
Earle doesn't possess ol’ Garth's clean-livin’ image (Earle’s been to the 
slammer for heroin-related offences), but their music is more than 
merely Nashville-front-office contrived product. 

The music they play is a reflection of their lives. It is honest— 
therefore as a whole uninteresting to he media, save for Spin, which did 
a piss-piece on Earle after his latest drug-influenced downfall. These 
artists are faced with honesty and adversity on a daily basis, but they 
aren't given credit. 

Why is our choice of icons so backwards? Earle and Gilmore don't 
make oodles of cash. That's why. 

Blame the media for the money bias. Blame it on the largest bunch 
of hypocrites that has ever existed. Money and flash has made us rotten 
'hat doesn’t extend just to the oh-so-obvious issue of hard news. It 
applies to arts writing and sportswriting, as well. We are intimidated by 
the power and lustre of money. 

And, as Garth Books has proven, a man with money is meant to be 
worshipped, not challenged. And, as anyone who has written about it 
knows, the music industry is as unfair as a puppet regime. Music writing 
is no longer about finding the soul of the artists involved—it is about 
preserving a myth.

To an outsider, a photographer may seem like the 
jeast exciting player in the fashion industry. Yet if a 
fashion photographer can wield the ability to create 
star-struck images, he or she is a valuable commodity 
Zz: you study his 10 years of work, you'll see how 
Grant Olson fits into this category.

Oo of the more interesting 
spinoffs of the 1996 Fringe 
Festival's financial difficulties has 
been the budding of a “Fringe of 
the Fringe.” 

The huge funding shortfall re- 
ported by the Fringe in January 
has resulted in a festival less roar- 
ing than its former incarnations. 
With only nine venues (down from 
last year's 13), Fringe spaces be- 
came a scarce commodity. 

As a result, several companies

The programs are completely 
run byteenagers. From scripting, 
direction and acting and all of the 
technical work, it’s all done by 
people under 20 

The only adult aid is some or- 
ganization and guidance from two 
23-year-old co-ordinators 

Robyn Rufiange, one of the co- 
ordinators, feels the Y.U.P. and the 
tent are very important to bur- 
geoning young artists. 

“It's important that youth have 
an opportunity to express them- 
selves and a place to do that,” ex- 
plains Rufiange. “The audience can 


see that there is a lot of talent in the 
youth. They're not just jumping 
around the stage screaming but are 
actually performing.

Jmzeine the Marlboro Man ap- 
pearing your local coffee house, 
but he's a twisted offshoot of Jack 
Kerouac. Now picture Rodin rein- 
carnated as Roy Rogers. That in 
essence is the spirit behind the 
fourth Annual Cowboy Poetry and 
Western Art Festival. 

Held in Stony Plain, the festival 
is a gathering of artists in what is 
considered a traditionally unartis- 
tic field. The word "cowboy" usual- 
ly brings to mind pictures of mas- 
culine men performing great feats 
of machismo. However, for four 
days the noun “cowboy” is synony- 
mous with the word “artisan.” 

The exhibition of creative tal- 
ents is drawn across the prairies. 
Both patrons and artists travel 
many.miles to view the soft sensi-

Some of the talent in attendance is 


Henri de Groot from Entwistle, Alta., 
Rose and Garth Bibby from West- 
lock, Alta. and Rob Dinwoodie from 
Vernon, B.C. 

The lyrical content of the writ- 
ing is based on the daily activities of 
cowboys. Although the festival is 
best known for its humour and light- 
hearted nature, there are still the 
tough but not-so-silent types 
present. An excerpt from Bryn Thies- 
sen’s “That's Me,” exhibits the con- 
templative side of the festival. 

“I could cry/ Or maybe try/ Walk 
away/ Or just say/ What I'm think- 
ing/But that's not me.” 

"But underneath/ My old felt hat/ 
I’m a wondering/ Just where I'm at/ 
But I’m not sinking/Cause that’s 
not me.” 

Added to the poetry are a pleth- 
ora of other activities. What would 
a cowboy festival be with out social 
dances and steak dinners? Without 
these staples the whole mythology 


would slip away, Also Present iss. on 


western art, 
Ranging from sculpture to pen: 


and ink drawings, there is only one 
prerequisite. All the artwork is 
drawn the cowboy way. Regardless 
of medium, it all speaks the same 
mentality—desire to express the 
rural experience into visual art 
Next weekend gives one the 
opportunity to see western herit- 
age from an entirely different per- 
spective. Gone are the image of 
rough-and-tumble men. Present 
are sights of hard-working people 
with a poetic souls.

True crime,

ier Paolo Pasolini was a film 
maker. He was also an award- 
winning poet, journalist, novelist, 
essayist, film critic and theorist. 

Pasolini peers were Fellini, 
Antonioni, Bertolucci and Rossel- 
lini. It is impossible to underesti- 
mate the impact these five people 
had on film. 

Pasolini was the first of the five 
to pass away and he died under 
circumstances that were both ugly 
and unclear. 

Pasolini was a fervent commu- 
nist and humanist. He was also 
Christian. Several of his films—in 
particular Rogopag and The Gos- 
pel According to St. Matthew — 
attempted to reconcile his human- 
istic views with the materialism of 
the Christian church. These films 
were his first works to be con- 
demned the Church and by the 
Italian government. 

Pasolini was also proudly ho- 
mosexual, which also antagonized 
the power brokers in Italy. 

It was these things that made 
his death both ugly and unclear. 

The official story is that Paso- 
lini was murdered by a kid he 
picked up. The 17-year-old Pino 
Pelosi claimed he let Pasolini pick 
him up because he needed to earn 
some money, but he became en- 
taged when Pasolini attempted to 
force him into having sex. Pelosi 
beat Pasolini half to death with a 
couple of old boards and then, 
accidentally or on purpose, ran 
him over with his own sports car. 

From the time news of Paso- 
lini's death became public, people 
have been asking questions about 
the official story. There were many 
People who would benefit from 
his death,

ism, it is very compelling 

The film begins with Pelosi 
speeding in Pasolini’s Alfa Romeo 
and getting picked up by the po- 
lice. The police quickly discover 
the car belongs to the famous film- 
maker and shortly thereafter Paso- 
lini’s body is discovered 

From this point, everybody's 
motivations are questioned. Why 
did Pelosi lie about knowing whose 
car he was driving? Why did one 
witness tell a reporter he heard 
several people in the vicinity when 
Pasolini was beaten, but then deny 
he was ever there? Why did the 
official coroner not report all the 
broken bones found in Pasolini’s 
body? Why was there blood on the 
passenger side of the car? 

There are more compelling 
questions raised as the film tracks 
those moments when those few 
seemingly honest people become 
involved and begin to think they 
are in the midst of a cover-up. 

The film becomes almost pe- 
dantic as it piles up evidence for 
this cover-up, but this film also has 
dramatic pretensions, and the dra- 
ma it strives for—the honest cop 
Struggling for the truth, the lawyer 
desperate to make the truth 
known—become dull and too eas- 
ily ignored. 

Director Marco Giordana wrote 
the book on which be based his 
film. His book and the story would 
have been far better served by a 
more straightforward documenta- 
ry approach than by this dramatic 
film. I don’t mean this film should 
have been a documentary; only 
that there is No room in the story 
forall the things that make adrama 
a drama. 

Nonetheless, the film is worth 
seeing if you are really interested 
in the power politics of Italy and 
the death of one of the country’s 
greatest artists. You should read 
the book as well.

baseball fan in the history of the 
game 





When the San Francisco Giants 
recruit all-star Bobby Rayburn (Wes- 
ley Snipes) Gil is in seventh heaven 

Except there is one problem 
Bobby isn’t allowed to wear his 
lucky number 11 because team 
mate Juan Primo (Benicio Del Tor- 
ro) already has the number and 
isn’t about to give it up 

Soon enough, Bobby's career 
takes a downward spiral and Juan 
Primo becomes the team's new hot- 


shot. Every time Bobby steps up to 
plate the fickle Giants fans heckle 
him...all the fans except Gil 

Something has to be done and

I don’t want to give away too 
much, but let's just say that thanks 
to Gil, Bobby gets his number back

hy is Kevin Costner'’s latest 
film called Tin Cup? 

A. It’s his character's nickname 

B. It's what the movie ushers 
should hand to each viewer so 
nobody has to yark up on the floor 
while watching this nauseating 
hunk of trash. 

C.1 don't care, because I'll stay 
home and watch “Celebrity Trout 
Cutting” before I waste eight bucks 
to see it. 

Any answer you choose is cor- 
rect. 

There is legitimate concern7in 
Cup may spawn a series of crimes. 
Cinema managers across North 
America may be choked to death 
by angry patrons demanding re- 
funds. 

Before you think this review 
will contain only negative com- 
ments, Tin Cup has beautiful shot 
of a Texas sunset and a few cute 
armadillos. Not enough to save this 
film, sorry. 

In this “romantic comedy,” 
Costner plays a washed-up driving 
range pro named Roy McAvoy. He 
is a booze-swilling, spitting, arro- 
gant, obnoxious, ill-tempered, 
foul-mouthed, unkempt, whiny, 
swaggering, sweaty, hairy pig. Cost- 
ner, known to make some women 
swoon, drew cries of “OOOH! 
GROSS!” during the showing I at- 
tended. 

Into his life struts Dr. Griswal 
(Rene Russo), a sophisticated, well- 
dressed, attractive psychiatrist. 
She’s come to take golf lessons, 
allowing plenty of opportunities 
for McAvoy to stand too close and 


Johnson of Miami 
Griffith fame). She wants to learn 
from the walking puddle of bum 
sweat 


Vice/Melanie 


McAvoy falls for her and elo- 
quently tells his caddy Romeo 
(Cheech Marin) the reason he's 
smitten: “There's just somethin’ 
about that chick.” 

This and other great lines are 
the work of screenwriters John 
Norville and Ron Shelton (Bull 
Durham, White Men Can't Jump) 
Shelton, who also takes the blame 
for directing, is hitching a ride in 
Costner's handcart to hell 

When the sexy shrink says she'll 
have nothing to do with him, McA- 
voy devises a plan to win her heart 
He qualifies for the U.S. Open, 
hoping to whomp the rival of his 
love's affection. He gets the jitters 
on the first day of the tournament, 
but recovers after he bangs the 
babe and winds up being an Amer- 
ican hero. 

Itdoesn’t matter that the plotis 
far-fetched. Movies can be pure 
escapism and not logical at all. Tin 
Cup is just thoroughly rotten and is 
neither romantic nor comedic. 

Norville and Shelton have cre- 
ated characters not likeable enough 
to be romantic figures. They kill 
any comedic moments by setting 
up each joke too many times and

far too much in advance of she 
weak punchlines, some of which 


are driven home several times 
Cheech Marin is the only player 
capable enough of handling come- 
dy to squeeze a few drops of hu- 
mor from the dreadful script 

At 135 minutes, the film is also 
in desperate need of editing 
Scenes drag endlessly. By the end 
of the fourth day of the tourna- 
ment, you'll feel like the film was 
shot in real time 

Most embarrassing of all are 
three minutes of Costner close- 
ups. Downhearted, we see his pain 
while visions of his heart's des 
hover over his head.

ESCAPE FROM L.A. Kurt Russell's 
guttural belchings as Snake Plissken 
in Escape from L.A. beat Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's half-dozen at- 
tempts at the perfect catchphrase in 
Eraser any day. |n this futuristic fol- 
low-up to Escape from New York, 
the United States has become a 
country devoid of any freedom. Any 
deviation from what has been de- 
creed by the new “President For Life” 
(Cliff Robertson) as morally accept- 
able is met with instant deportation 
to the newisland of Los Angeles, left 
isolated from the rest of the country 
after the Big One. Los Angeles is 
home to a revolutionary (George 
Corraface) determined to lead an 
assault on the mainland.

JACK Who better to play a 10-year 
old than the always child-like Robin 
Williams? But even he'll have trou- 
ble getting an audience to suspend 
belief to the extent required to swal- 
low the flimsy premise behind Jack, 
from director Francis Ford Coppola 
Jack Powell (Williams) is a 10-year- 
old in a 40-year-old body, due to a 
condition that causes him to age 
four times as fast as a normal per 
son, Not to worry. This is the Holly- 
wood version of a real disorder, so 
this ailment can only be cute and 
charming. Jack's parents have kept 
him away from other children, but at 
the insistence of their tutor (Bill Cos- 
by) it's off to school Jack goes. He's 
eventually accepted by his class- 
mates and that gives Williams a 
chance to getin touch with his inner 
child and eat bugs. The story has 
nowhere to go from here, so enter 
Fran Drescher as the mother of one 
of Jack's new friends. She thinks 
Jack is really 40 and is attracted to 
him. | thought that was kind of a 
creepy idea, and a cheap excuse to 
give “The Nanny” an expanded role. 
Sure, Jack's a cute little guy, butit’s 
not happening in the pages of this 
script. Expect a few cute scenes and 
laughs from Williams, but little of 
substance that will last beyond the 
theatre's exit. (VV) 


TRAINSPOTTING Based on the cult 
novel from Irvine Welsh, it takes its 
title from a peculiar British hobby in 
which people endlessly watch trains, 
cataloguing railway data and other 
innocuous facts. The characters in 
Trainspotting, though, are obsessed 
with heroin. Setin some of the most 
depressed areas of Scotland, we 
meet Renton (Ewan MacGregor). He 
narrates the film and points out that 
he has not chosen a conventional 
lifestyle and has instead cultivated a 
“truthful junk habit.” Despite his blus- 
ter, Renton attempts to kick his habit 
butis drawn back by his friends Sick 
Boy and Spud. We're introduced to 
others who crawl in Renton’s low 
life, the most frightening of whom is 
Begbie (Robert Carlyle), a heroin ab- 
stainer who gets his kicks chugging 
beer and bashing heads. Much has 
been made of7rainspotting’s glam- 
orization of heroin use. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. It 
neither promotes nor condemns 
drug abuse, though a scene that has 
Renton literally swimming in “the dirt- 
iest toilet in Scotland” in search of a 
lost fix graphically displays the 
wretched life of a junkie. The charac- 
ters may have a dark outline, but 
Trainspotting gives way to light and 
has more in common with, say, The 
Commitments than Drugstore Cow- 
boy. It’s a perfect antidote for the 
over-inflated Hollywood releases this
